Seems like the FCC is clamping down 
on some operating and administration 
procedures lately. Most frequent 
mobile citations are for an operator 
saying only ''mobile'' after his call 
and not using the call area number, 
such as ''mobile four". Also, one 
amateur lost his license for not re- 
plying to a citation. His citation was 
for not notifying the FCC when his address changed. 


Back about 6 or 7 years ago, the FCC changed ID requiftements for fixed and mobile sta- 
tions. Before the change, stations were required to transmit the call sign of the station 
or stations they were in contact with at the beginning and end of each transmission if the 
transmission was over 3 minutes long. If shorter than 3 minutes, ID's were required 
every 10 minutes or every 10 minutes if transmission are longer than 10 minutes. Mobiizs 
were required to transmit just ''mobile'’ with the location stated each time. 


Regulations (97. 87a) now require a station to transmit only his call sign at the beginning 
of a contact and during the QSO.— The only time the FCC requires you to use the call sign 
of the other station is at the end of a QSO. Most stations give the call sign of the other 
station all during the QSO and that is OK. But many stations just sign off by giving only 
theirecall, The FCG says that that is a NO, NO! 


The present regulations require mobiles to use the call area number after the word "mobile'} 
Such as 'W4XYZ mobile four'', Also in the United States, there are no suchcalls as "'aerc- 
nautical mobile’’, ''marine mobile", Marinetime mobile" or ''walkie-talkie''. Youare 
either fixed or mobile, no matter what the mode of transportation. 


For portable operation, regulations require the call sign and the word "portable'' followed 
by the call sign area number, For example, ''W4XYZ portable four"', There are no such 
calls as "fixed portable four" or "fixed four'’, Paragraph 97. 87 (b) (2) specifies the words 
“portable” or '"mobile'' as appropriate, 


Another lessor known item is about modifing a license when you move to a new permanent 
location. You must file for modification of your license within four months of the move or 
you cannot operate until you receive your new license, Also youcannot operate from your 
new location until you file for modification. When you send in your application for modifi- 
cation at the new location, you must also give advance notice of operation to the district 
Engineer in Charge and use the portable identification procedures. 


If your mailing address has changed but not your station location, you may just send a letter 
to Gettysburg and keep a copy on file per paragraph 97.47 (c). As mentioned earlier, the 
FCC gets very upset if they can't find you at your address shown in their files. 


We complain about those fellows on 27 megs breaking the law, but we're not perfect and we 
can do better. After I wrote most of this article, I saw an excellent article in July, CQ 
magazine on some of the same subjects, The FCC is aware and they have been busy writing 
tickets, Let's hope you don't deserve one!

grumbling. ) 


Such apathy on our part is not only dangerous, but leaves us with no one but ourse 
to blame when rules come out of the mill not to our liking. The FCC wants to hear f: 
us - they are trying to make intelligent decisions for the good of all. If we don't let th 
know what we want then folks its our bed of roses! 


The point of all this is that if we do not want to loose this valuable consultation med 
with the FCC before formal proposals are made then we must speak out - because the si 
majority may no longer be heard one day on this favorite spot on 70 or 220 or where ever! oq 
This next major issie may well be our last chance to have an early voice in policies which : 
affect us and to let the FCC know that we do care and are concerned enough to make help- 
ful comments.

LATE NEWS 


FCC ORDER RELAXING LOG KEEPING EFFECTIVE JULY 10, and from now on NO 
mobile logs and only minimal fixed-station logs are required of amateur stations. Fixed 
(and portable) stations must maintain log book, but need record only contacts involving 
third party traffic or during which an operator other than the station licensee was at the 
controls. E 

Responding To Several Negative Reactions, note that Order doesn't prohibit keeping 
as detailed a log as you wish to -- only relaxes the required record keeping to be more in 
line with other FCC-licensed services. 


ANY EXTRA-CLASS LICENSEE COULD REQUEST PREFERRED CALL, evena two- 
letter call that previously required 25 years as a licensed amateur, under Docket 20092 
released by FCC June 27. This Notice of Proposed Rule Making would also permit Extra 
Class licensees to hold as many "'preferred'"' (one-by-three) calls as they had additional 
stations, although only one two-letter call would be permitted (anyone already holding more 
than one two-letter call would still be permitted to keep them, however), On the other 
hand, clubs would be prohibited from requesting calls of deceased members "In Memorium,"' 


Look For A Tie-In With Restructuring, in that restructing is likely to contain radical 
departures from the traditional W/K/WA/WB plus number amateur prefixes -- two-by-two 
or even one-by-one calls are not out of the question! 


Comments On Docket 20092 are due in October -- they should be plentiful! 

EMS REPORT AND ORDER FINALLY OUT, and as predicted in June 15 HR REPORT 
no amateur frequencies were involved. Though the large number of negative amateur 
responses helped, the deciding factor seems to have been international considerations.
